bell. White, international secretary of 
the movement, and James Ryrie, of 
Ryrie Brothers, Toronto. Ticket» 
have been issued for the banquet, but 
the public is imvited to Gecupy the 
galleries and every available space on 
the gymnasium floor, What is the 
supreme object ix to have the presence 
of every active: layman of every de- 
nomination in the City of Edmonton.

These meetings will be addressed by 
prominent laymen from the East, who, 
at their own expense, have undertaken 
to interest the West in the Cause ol 
the Laymen’s Missionary Movement. 

The pulpits of the Evangelical 
churches yesterday were devoted to 
the preparation of the congregations 
for the campaign which is now in pro- 
gress. A. E. Armstrong, M.A., gen- 
eral secretary of the L.M.M., spoke in 
the morning in McDougall Methodist 
Church and in the First Baptist 
Church. In the evening, Mr. Arm- 
strong spoke briefly in the First Pres- 
byterian. Charch and was then driven 
to Strathcona, where a most success: 
ful mass meeting of all the congrega- 
tions of the city, whose presence testi- 
fied to their interest, as laymen, ‘n 
the cause of missions, Impressive 
addresses were delivered by Dr, Scott, 
of Calgary, and Mr, Armstrong, secre- 
tary of the Canadian Missionary 
Councii. 

Dr. Scott. struck the keynote of the 
Laymen’s Missionary Movement = by 
stating that it ix second to wome jit 
forming Canadian plastic ccndition. 
{It is of no ephemeral growth, but has 
its foundation in’ grand Christian 
principles. Dr, Scott traced the de- 
velopment of the movement on the 
North American continent from — its 
inception ine 1806 to the present day. 
At Williatnstown, on the Atlantic sea- 
hoard, a group of young men met once 
a week-to discuss the problem of 
foreign missions. So imbued were 
they with the missionary spirit that 
they. instituted the wave of enthuei- 
asm, which has rolled on through the 
years and has resulted in the present 
gigantic movement. In the yeur 1s6 
the idea had so permeated the univer. 
sities and collges that an international 
council was called to consider the 
work of reaching all the schools « 
learning on the continent. As a re 
sult of the meeting 100 young men 
Ipedged themselves to devote their 
lives to the foreign field. This was 
the beginning of what is known us 
the students’ volunteer movement, 
Leaders carried a flame of fire through 
all the colleges. Great. quadrennial 
conventions followed-in) Atmeriea, and 
now the movement is enlurged to tne 
clude all the universities of the workd 
over, 

At Nashville last year, some 4,000 
students gathered for what the seen- 
lar press described as the greate-t out. 
pouring of spiritual blessing since the 
day of Pentecost, Hundreds of uni- 
versity strdents all over the continent 
pledged themselves to the missionary 
cause until the need was no longer for 
men but for funds that send them, 

The Business Men Interested.

4,000 Mile: Long, 

“A missionary campaign 4,000 milec 
long is what you will be participating 
in for the next few days,”’ said. Mr. 
Armstrong when called upon to ad- 
dress the meeting. “From Sydney, 
om the Atlantic, to Victoria, on the 
Pacific, there has heen launched # 
series of meetings such as have never 
been knoqwn in any country, and f 
which such abiding resul 
pected. A staff of fifteen speakers 
has come out to the West to revolu- 
tionize men’s conception, «{f the mia- 
sionary movement and to show the 
feasibility of the campaign foy thy 
evangelization of the world. it is a 
men’s lay movement, having the co- 
operation of all the denominational 
churches.” 

Mr. Armstrong said that the or- 
ganization at present has an executive 
of fifteen, but this will shortly be en- 
larged to be,more representative of the 
West, In March, after the campaign 
has been concluded, there will be a 
convention at Toronto of 1,500 men 
from gall over Cafiada, to see Whether 
Canada wiil do her share of the work. 
“Will Canada evangelize her share of 
the world?’ was the campaign slogan 
launched at Sydney, and it has been 
sounded ever since. 


“The movement as far as Canada is 
concerned,” said Mr. Armstrong. 
“was projected at a mass meeting cf 
business men held in Toronto on 
April 9, 1997, or more particularly a 
gathering of 100 picked men in St.

Before the 
meeting was over the mark of $500,000 
was set to be raised by Toronto 
churches for home and foreign mis- 
sions, The movement has touched 
life in Toronto, and there is every in- 
dication that the mark will be reach 
ed, Although the movement is not 
essentially evangelistic, it has trans- 
formed the hearts of men and great- 
ly increased the number of active 
chureh workers.”

OVER 95,818,000;2 


Total Canadidn Wheat Crop is Esti- 
mated at 115,651,000 Busheis — 
The Gr nin Statistics. 


Ottawa, Oct. 12.—A statement on 
the estimated yield and the quality 
of the field crops, and on the corndi- 
tion o¢ live steek in Canada, is given 
out by the census and statistics of- 
ties, The returns are based dpon ac- 
tual threshing results, so fir us these 
have been obtained, The averages 
vield of Wheat is estimated at 17 1-2 
bushels per acre, indicating 4 total 
production of 115,651,000 bushels ; o@s, 
33.7 bushels per acre,sa total produc- 


lion of 267,651,000 bushels; barley, 
20.0 bushels per acre, a total produe- 
tion of 50,723,000 bushels, and rye 


18.8 bushels per vere, a total produc: 
tion of 1,889,000 bushels, 

The average yield of peas is estim- 
ated at 17.4 bushels per acre, a total 
production of 7,168.000 bushels; buck- 
wheat 25.3 bushels per acre, a total 
production of 7,365,000 bushels; mixed 
grains 32.9 bushels per acré, a total 
production of 19,113,000 bushels, 

Potatoes average 145.4 bushels per 
acre with a t6tal production of 73,228,- 
00) bushels; turnips and other roots 
309.7 bushels per acre, a total produc. 
tion of #4, 675,000 bushels. 

Hay and clover ere estimated at 
1.4 tona per acre, the total yield be- 
ing 11,642,500 tons and fodder eorn 
10,9 tons per acre, a total production 
cf 2,835,000 tons. 

The yield of wheat, as estimated 
from the condition of the crops at the 
end of August, is not maintained by 
the present threshing results, the total 
yield of wheat, as now estimated, be- 
ing three and a half bushels per acre 
less, or a diminution in the total pro- 
duction, as then estimated, of $,039,- 
000 bushels, but the decrease in the 
crop ia almost entirely due to the re- 
turns from the provinces of Saskatche- 
wan and Manitoba, where the elima- 
tic conditions appear to have had a 
greater effect upon the yield than 
were indicated by the appearance of 
the crops at the end of August. In 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta 
the estimated yield of wheat is 95,818,- 
000 bushels, of oats 105,481,000 bushels 
and of barley 26,362,000 bushels. 

Live stock is reported to be in a 
fairly good condition.

SUFFRAGETTES ACTIVE. 


They Announce intention of Securing 
Entrance to House of Commons. 


London, Oct. 11—The suffragettes cele 
brated+the re-opening of parliament with 
the usual demonstrations, but on an 
even larger scale than usual this after- 
noon, There will be a demonstration m 
Vrafalgar Square on Monday and a 
meeting in Queen’s Hall, when the suf- 
fragettes tactics will he discussed, Tues- 
day, when parliament opens will be a 
wreat day. ‘Che leader declare that they 
will assemble at least 40,000 friends and 
supporters outside the House of Com- 
mons on Tuesday night adding: “We 
shall get into the house; how, remains 


to he seen.” The police attached to 
parliament scorn the statement, but 
Scotland yards is taking every precau- 


tion and will have 5,000 policemen avail- 
able in case of serious ‘disturbance, 
mostly concealed in the vicinity, while 
200 mounted men will be held in reserv™, 
The suffragettes indicated a determined 
spirit when the president asked ten vol- 
unteers to take a petition to the prima 
minister tomorrow, saying it may mean 
three months’ imprisonment, or thirtten, 
but certainly a long term this time. 
Over a score of volunteers jumped to 
their feet immediately. .

the rugged banks of Athabases lake, 
in the land of the midnight sun, hun- 
dreds of miles from the centres of pop- 
ulation there has lived: for almost 
half a century a man who now ie vis- 
iting Edmonton tor thé first time in 
his life. Now he is seeing, when past 
his three score years and fase ap- 
proaching the allotted span’ of human 
existence, some of the sights which 
he has many times heard ot but nevét 
witnessed before. To him for a gen- 
eration the progressive march of civ 
ilization has been a closed book arid 
in his declining years he ngs again 
for the freedom of the wild. The life 
ol the city with its bustle and ite 
noise has no charms for him and te 
the north he will turm his way in a 
short time. 

In the latter part of July, 1862, Wm. 


*Wylie, now of Fort Chipeweyen, then 


a lad of sixteen years of age, strolled 
down the little pier in one of the Ork- 
ney Islands, worth of Scotland, te 
meet a ship that had just. come inte 
port. It was the full rigged three- 
master Prince of Wales, one ot the 
merchant ships of the Hudson's Bay 
company, then en rouge to the far 
distant fur fields of Canada. The 
young lad was fired with a desire to 
see the world and he was not slow to 
seize the opportunity to cross the 
ocean. Timidly he approached the

see his home land. ; 

“Fort York was a new world to me,” 
he eaid to the Bulletin representative; 
“but it was only a foretaste of A 
Fleasure that I experienced in the 
spring when we left for the interior 
posts of the Hudson's Bay Co.” The 
barrenness of the Orkneys was replac- 
ed by the timbered and praine couk- 
try of What is now Northern Mani- 
toba and Saskatchewan, and life in 
the great lone land soon became sur- 
rounded by a. fascination that has 
never since been dispelled. 

Leaves for Fort Chivewyan. 

In the spring time Wylie left with 
the Hudson's Bay packets for the in- 
rerior, their destination” being Fort 
Chipewyan on the western end oi 
Lake Athabasea, near the inflow of 
the Peace. The trip of over a thou- 
sand iniles occupied the entire sum- 
mer und when the York boats at last 
pulied up to Fort Chipewyan. the 
short days and long nights of fall had 
arrived and Jong dreary winter was 
over the 
The trip from York factory 
was made hy Norway House, on the 
north of Lake Winnipeg, then: down
